DRAWS 150 GUESTS 

The third annual Alumni Weekend, held on campus July 
19-21, set another attendance record and sustained its 
vibrant spirit of reunion and Christian fellowship. 

The Weekend's ninety alumni and their families en- 
joyed a picnic on the Triangle, ice cream in the Lions Den, 
faculty-led seminars in Rudd Chapel, and class reunion 
gatherings for the four ten-year anniversary classes. 

The class of ‘45 had the highest percentage of graduates 
on hand, with five out of their eight present. The class of 
75 had the largest number with 32 members plus their 
spouses and families. 

While only eight members of the class of ‘65 were pre- 
sent, Eugene Bengtson, president of that class, led all 
alumni in our Saturday evening devotional time. Also dur- 
ing this session, movies were shown that were made at 
Bryan in 1942 and 1949. Even the “youngsters" from the 
class of 75 enjoyed these early pictures of life at Bryan. 

Fifteen members of the class of ‘55 were here and had a 
special Saturday evening reunion gathering off-campus at 
the home of Stu ‘56 and Velma (Nothnagel) x‘57 Meissner. 
With their families and friends from other 50’s classes, the 
group comprised 43 people. 

The grandest gathering of the Weekend was the Satur- 
day Faculty-Alumni Luncheon, which was attended by 178 
alumni, faculty, and families of both groups. The crowd 
was greeted by Dr. Ted Mercer, who updated those pre- 
sent on the Presidential search and fiscal outlook for this 
year. A rare portrait of William Jennings Bryan was 
presented to the college by alumni Ron ‘52 and Gladys 
( Jeiwewin) ‘50 Meznar. Alumni President Larry Puckett 
73 addressed the group, challenging alumni to even 
broader support of the college as he congratulated them 
on this year’s award-qualifying financial contributions of 
$149,000 to Bryan.

Sometimes it seems that certain kinds of news comes in 
bunches. In August we have more alumni weddings to 
print in Bryanette. This is understandable because June is 
the traditionally popular matrimonial month. June is also 
the month for news of graduate degrees earned by our 
alumni This is understandable because springtime is 
graduation time at most graduate schools. 

But this news came from different directions 
throughout the first part of this year. Some of it came 
from a reunion questionnaire, some from a Radio Bible 
Class publication, some from the Christian College Coali- 
tion News, and some from right here on Bryan’s campus. 
This news isn’t explained by the season of the year, but it 
is not unusual to hear of Bryan graduates excelling in 
their vocations any time of year. It just happened that the 
first part of this year brought us news of a variety of alum- 
ni authors, from three of Bryan’s early graduates to two of 
the latest. 

News of three of these alumni authors has been carried 
in previous issues of Bryanette and Bryan Life, but it is 
presented here because of their latest puplications, all 
very scholarly achievements. Because they have had 
works published over a period of years, we’ll call them 
repeaters. 



Howard C. Kee '40 


Our first alumni author in the spotlight is Dr. Howard 
Clark Kee ‘40, who is the William Goodwin Aurelio Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Studies and professor of New Testament 
in Boston University’s School of Theology. He is also 
chairman of the graduate division of religious studies, and 
he was given the Boston University Scholar/Teacher of 
the Year award for 1984. 

Dr. Kee’s book, Miracle In the Early Christian World, 
Yale University Press, 1983, was selected by the History 
Book Club. His latest book, published in 1984, is The New 
Testament In Context: Sources and Documents (Prentice- 
Hall.) These two works bring to twelve the number of 
books Dr. Kee has brought out, beginning in 1957 with 
Making Ethical Decisions (Westminster Press). 

Other books written by Dr. Kee are Jesus and God’s 
New People: The Four Gospels (Westminster, 1959); 
Understanding the New Testament (Prentice-Hall, 1957, 
1958, 1973, 1983); The Origins of Christianity: Sources and 
Documents (Prentice-Hall, 1973, 1980); Jesus In History: 
An Approach to the Study of the Gospels (Harcourt, Brace 
and World, 1970, 1977) ; Introduction to the New Testament 
(Abingdon Press, 1975); and Pentecost (Fortress Press, 
1974, 1980).

Repeaters and Rookies 


While he was a student at Bryan, Howard participated 
in Forensics and Gospel Messengers, serving as piano ac- 
companist on a summer tour. His musical talents became 
most evident in the publication of his composition, New 
Land, New Covenant, for chorus of mixed voices, organ, 
and small orchestra (C. Fisher, 1976). 

Asked what he remembered most about Bryan, 
Howard’s reply was, “Learning to understand and ex- 
perience the grace of God in Jesus Christ. After 
graduating from Bryan, Kee earned his master s degree 
at Dallas Theological Seminary and the Ph.D. in New 
Testament and Christian origins from Yale University. 



Beatrice E. Batson ‘44 

Our second scholarly alumni author, Dr. Batson, earned 
her B.A. at Bryan, majoring in English, participating in 
Christian service, Debate Team, Student Council, and 
Forensic Union, and serving as class secretary all four 
years. She returned to Bryan immediately following her 
graduation to become English instructor. She taught at 
Bryan for several years and earned the M.A. at Wheaton 
and the Ph.D. at Peabody College before she joined the 
faculty at Wheaton College in 1957. She now chairs 
Wheaton’s English department. 

Dr. Batson’s latest book is John Bunyan: Allegory and 
Imagination. The 168-page book, which sells for $26.50 
(hardcover) is published in England by Croom Helm Ltd., 
and in the United States by Barnes and Noble. About her 
book Dr. Batson says, “The work demonstrates Bunyan’s 
skill in structuring his narrative in dialogue, his various 
levels of meaning, his handling of the dream phenomenon, 
his emphasis on metaphor and memory, and shows how 
the allegory of the major work operates at a level of con- 
tinuous metaphor.” 

The John Bunyan book is added to three earlier publica- 
tions. Her first book, published in 1968 by Moody press, 
was Christianity and the World of Thought. The second, 
coming out also in 1968, was A Readers’ Guide to Religious 
Literature (Moody Press); and the third was The Chris- 
tian Faith, Integrity and the Creative Process (Messiah 
College, 1980).

(today’s PCI). And like Howard Kee and Beatrice Batson, 
Dick participated in forensics. 

Dr. Cornelius’s book, Christopher Marlowe’s Use of the 
Bible, was published in 1984 by Peter Lang, New York. 
The 329-page book is Volume 23 in the American Universi- 
ty Studies Series 4, English Language and Literature, it 
sells for $32 hardback, but may be purchased at a discount 
through Cornelius at $25.50 plus $1 for postage. 

Surveying the complete writings of the greatest English 
dramatist before Shakespeare, the book examines more 
than 1500 Biblical references that Marlowe makes and ex- 
plores their relationships to the meanings of his works and 
beliefs. It contains the sources of Marlowe’s knowledge of 
Biblical materials, repeated Biblical themes, concepts, 
and phrases in Marlowe’s works and an annotated appen- 
dix of Biblical references. 

Dick Cornelius has had several articles published, 
beginning in 1965 with a devotional in Christian Home 
Digest. His article, “A New Look at the Scopes Evolution 
Trial” was published in the Summer 1981 issue of The Ten- 
nessee Historical Quarterly. 

Dr. Cornelius has been chairman of the English depart- 
ment thirteen years of his twenty-four-year tenure on 
Bryan’s faculty.

The two rookie writers are Ann Egner and Dottie Long, 
both of whom are 1984 graduates, like their mentor. Dr. 
Cornelius, they both majored in English at Bryan. Dottie 
was active in public school ministry and wa3 a resident 
assistant. Ann graduated magna cum laude. 

Both Long and Egner had their articles published in the 
Spring 1985 issue of Radio Bible Class’s Discovery Digest. 
Miss Long’s article, “The Trials of Transition,” deals with 
the believer’s adjustment to life’s changes, as does Miss 
Egner’s article, “He Doesn’t Change.” 

Dottie Long’s “four truths about God” in her “Trials of 
Transition” summarizes what every Bryan graduate has 
either learned as a student or is learning now as an alum- 
nus: “God is sovereign. God not only knows all, He owns 
all. God gives grace when I need it. God has prepared me 
for my future in all of my past.” 


Dr. Cornelius keeps a list of all Bryan alumni authors of 
periodicals, books, business publications, and musical 
compositions which he uses in his expository writing 
class.
